A ttorneys Join in Calling for His Re­ 


election—People Throughout Rock, 


Green and Jefferson Counties, Re­ 
gardless of 
P arty, W ell Pleased, 
and Speak Strongly to T h at Effect. 


T he Recorder of April I ha* an a r­ 
ticle on th e judicial election, p u rp o rt­ 
in g to be “ a fa ir and im partial review 
of th e candidates.” 
Anyone reading 
it sees a t a glance th a t it is one-sided, 
partial and unfair, and w as so in ten d ­ 
ed by the w riter. 
If it w as approved 
by Mr. 
Sm ith, does it show th a t he 
w ill be any fairer or more ju st iD his 
decisions th a n ia th is attack upon an 
honorable and fair-m inded opponent? 
T he article says. “ He (Judge Ben­ 
n e tt) is far from th e m ental m ake -up 
o f a judge. 
He is n atu rally p artial.” 
Does the w riter point to a single fact 
in th e conduct of 
Judge B ennett to 
su stain th is libellous charge? Is there 
rn single case referred to, tried either 
by Judge B ennett, w ith or w ithout a 
ju ry , to sustain th e im putation th a t 
lie 
was 
ever 
p artial 
to 
any 
p arty 
having 
a 
case 
in 
court? 
A judge has to follow th e law , and 
b e governed by it in his decisions, or 
b is cases w ill be reversed. 
And the 
fa c t th a t so few cases are appealed 
from his decisions dem onstrates th e 
correctness of his judgm ent. 
If he 
decided w rongly they w ould be a p ­ 
pealed; and the fact th a t tw o thirds 
o f th e cases appealed from his decis­ 
ions are affirmed a n i only one th ird 
reversed, is u tterly inconsistent w ith 
th e statem en t th a t p artiality takes 
p a rt in cates he is called upon to de­ 
cide. 
And it fu rth er shows th a t the 
atto rn ey s appealing from his decisions 
a fte r long and p atien t exam inations 
a fte r tria l of th e questions involved, 
a re in error two th ird s of th e tim e, 
as they only succeed in reversing one 
case in three of those appealed. 
T he article 
fu rth er says 
“ T hen 
agai a he has reached th e age when 
th e m ind does not readily listen .” 
Those who have seen and know how 
carefully and patien tly Judge B ennett 
alw ays listens to attorneys, p articu ­ 
la rly if his views of th e law differ 
from theirs, will readily see the u tte r 
falsity of this statem ent. 
A gain i he article says, “ I t is per­ 
fectly know n a t th e bar, and ' n y 
recognized by th e law yers, and daily 
spoken of th a t it is com ing to be use 
less to m ake an argum ent before him .’ 
Probably it is p retty nearly useless to 
m ake aa argum ent before him which 
b es no law to sustain it. 
I t is quite 
easy for some persons to m istake m ere 
ta lk for argum ent. 
B ut Judge Ben­ 
n e tt alw ays yields to authority. 
If 
b e did not, m ore cases w ould be ap 
pealed, and a g reater percentage of 
reversals would be obtained. 
More 
ev er, this la st statem ent above quoted 
is w holly inconsistent w ith th e fact 
th a t seventy-eight 
of th e 
law yers 
practicing before him in this judicial 
circu it have signed nom ination papers 
fo r his re-election, and only eight or 
te n have signed for Mr. Sm ith. 
The 
seventy-eight would be as ap t to know 
w h eth er he readily listens as th e e ig tt 
o r ten 
would. 
The 
statem en t 
is 
equally a t variance w ith th e adm itted 
fa c t th a t a t th e b ar m eeting g otten 
u p by Mr. Pierce and Sm ith, w here, 
of th e tw enty seven attorneys tak in g 
p a rt in the m eeting, seventeen favored 
Ju d g e B ennett's re-election, and only 
th re e voted for Mr. Sm ith. 
I t m ay be 
tru e, how ever, th a t th e little coterie 
of law yers opposing Judge B ennett in 
Janesville, have been in th e daily 
h a b it of talk in g “ ag ain st him .” 
T he article fu rth er says: “ We Bay 
flatly and honestly th a t a m an ought 
n o t to be on th e bench a t eighty. 
T h e flatness of th is statem en t w ill be 
readily conceded, inasm uch as Judge 
B ennett is only seventy-three and not 
eig h ty , 
b u t w hether a judge should 
be on th e 
bench a t eighty or any 
o th e r age should depend, n ot on his 
age, b u t on his learning, experience 
usefulness and uprightness, as w ell as 
upon his m ental and physical visor. 
T h e honesty of th e la st above quoted 
sta te m e n t is q uite questionable. 
I t 
rem in d s one of those who, having 
m ade a co n tract to hinder, delay and 
d efrau d creditors, 6ay w ith self decep­ 
tiv e satisfaction, “ T his is an honest 
sa le .” 
I t w ill be w ell to w atch those 
w ho ta lk too m uch of th e ir honesty. 
B oger B. T aney w as .chief justice of 
th e U nited States for seven years and 
six m onths afte r he w as eighty years 
o ld , and over fourteen years a fte r he 
w as seventy-three. 
We presum e th a t 
som e of the young chaps w ould have 
been glad to have seen him rem oved, 
a n d th u s deprived th e nation cf his 
g re a t experience and vast le ar log 
fo r th e la st fourteen years of ^is I fe. 
▲gain th is article says, “ I t is a m at­ 
te r of common know ledge th a t C krk 
McGowan has benefitted g reatly be­ 
cause his uncle is on th e bench, not 
dishonestly, b u t in th e w ay th a t one 
official relative alw ays benefits an 
other. ” 
T he w ay th e secret circulars 
frau d u len tly attem pted to show th a t 
th e clerk w as benefitted by th e judge 
have already been show n to be u tterly 
false. 
Aud we may add th a t it is by 
th e action of th e electors of the judi­ 
cial circuit, and of Rock c ju n tv , th a t 
McGowan is clerk, and B ennett is 
judge, so th a t this la st above quoted 
charge is ag ain st the g re a t m ajority 
of th e people, instead of th e officers, 
whom they have el* etc I to positions 
o f g reat tru st aud re6p a lib ility . 
T he charge th a t Judge B ennett's 
brothers have occasionally been se­ 
lected to perform ju ry duty is too con­ 
tem ptibly jealous to deserve fu rth er 
notice; especially as th e article does 
n o t com plain of th e ir w ant of compe­ 
tency or fairness.

building to th e basem ent and re tu rn .” 
lf this condition exists, and necessa­ 
rily so, we characterize th e situation

pupils, 
b u t 
we 
deny 
the 
necessity 
of 
such 
conditions 
and 
openly 
charge 
the 
cause 
thereof 
to th e governm ent of our schools and 
of such building, by th e m ost gross 
perversion and neglect of duty. 
But 
Mr. M ayne does not inform you in this 
connection, or a t all, to w hat uses th e 
first and second floors of th is building, 
w hich are also p arts and parcels of 
th e high school building, w ere devoted. 
He did n o t even m ention these in ter­ 
m ediate floors or give you to under­ 
stand th a t th ere w ere any such, which 
could be m ade to subserve high school 
purposes. 
T he fact is, these interm e­ 
diate floors, we are inform ed, are now 
devoted to th e use of 
th e 330 and 
m ore districts pupils of 
th e T hird 
w ard, w ho were perm itted to en ter 
th ere on sufferance, till a district 
school building could be b u ilt for 
them , and th e ir present continuance 
th ere is th e sole cause of th e over­ 
crowded condition of

T he san itary piping and 
other w orks in connection therew ith, 
including the steam beating w orks, 
pipes and boilers in th e high school 
building w ere placed therein under 
contract w ith J. W. Mills, now of Chi­ 
cago in th e year 1890, a t a cost to the 
city of near tire thousand dollars. * 
This w ork should not have been ac­ 
cepted. We have heretofore m entioned 
some of the defects therein and w ill if 
necessary suggest others respecting

As a whole, the Danish peas­ 
ants probably live better than tho 
corresponding class in any other 
country in Europe.

Would it not be wiser to restrict the 
number of annual contests than co 
hold them on alternate years or a t in­ 
term ittent periods? But the suggested 
abolition of intercollegiate 
sports, 
should the president's recommenda­ 
tion be tried and found unsuccessful, 
w ould meet w ith no sympathy else­ 
w here in the college world.

suffered punishm ent here is a strik ­ 
ing case in which a prisoner was 
found guilty on testim ony th at left 
no room for even the shadow of a 
doubt. 
One night an assassin entered a 
drover’s house in Ohio, killed the in­ 
m ates and secured a sealed package 
containing $1,800 in bank notes. 
In 
order to conceal his crime, ho set 
fire to the house before leaving i t 
The building burned slowly, and the 
neighbors were enabled to extinguish 
the flames and to discover the m ur­ 
derous work which had been done. 
The assassin, before leaping over 
the fence, had torn open the wrap­ 
per of the package and flung it on 
the ground. 
This was picked up 
by the police and m arks of blood 
were found upon it. 
It was the only 
clew in their possession. 
After twenty-four hours the m ur­ 
derer returned to tho town. 
The po­ 
lice suspected him, because ho had 
been m ysteriously absent and 
was 
known to have been intim ate with 
the drover. 
They did not arrest 
him, but constantly watched him for 
four months.

One hundred feet d ista n t from 
the plate is the firing house—a plank 
building about 30 feet long by IO wide, 
and double lined to deaden sound. 
Two 3-incl^ rapid-firing Driggs-Sehroe- 
der guns are used in the 'tests. 
W hen 
everything is ready for firing, a lan­ 
yard is passed out of the back of the 
building and th ro u g h an aperture in a 
pile of heavy spruce joist, the gun hav­ 
ing previously been sighted. 
W hen the gun is fired, the w all of 
steel is pierced by the projectile, leav­ 
ing only a fringe around the hole 
where the shot passed o ut on the op­ 
posite side. 
It is then sought for in 
the sand in the box and exam ined 
closely as to condition. 
Of course the 
shell is not charged, or it w ould ex­ 
plode and blow up the box and all 
around after going th ro u g h the steel.
